LONDON, April 4.—A busy week 
faced the British cabinet tonight as 
it awaited Captain Anthony Eden's 
return from his European peace tour 
to begin drafting compromise security 
proposals to be presented at Stresa 
next Thursday.

Dillinger’s Gun Real,

FORT WAYNE, Ind., April 4.— 
(P)—Department of Justice operatives 
reported tonight their investigation 
showed the late John Dillinger carried 
a blue steel automatic pistol—not a 
“wooden gun“ —wben he escaped from 
the Crown Point, Ind., jail on March 
8, 1934, and that he was given as- 
sistance from outside. 

The federal agents reported tonight 
to United States Attorney James R. 
Fleming, of the northern Indiana dis- 
trict, on their long investigation into 
the sensational break of the desperado 
who became the nation’s No. 1 public 
enemy before he was shot down on a 
Chicago street by officers on July 22, 
Fleming announced the agents re- 
ported no facts upon which criminal 
charges could be based. Lake county 
officials were criticized in many quar- 
ters after Dillinger and erbert 
Youngblood, negro prisoner, fled their 
“ascape-proof” jail.

Georgian, Prominent in 


Lengthy Illness. 


Charles Simon Barrett, prominent 
Georgian and champion of the inter- 
‘ests of the farmers of the United 
States, died Thursday at his home at 
Union City, Ga., following an illness 
of a year which had confined him to 
his home ror the last six months, He 
was 69 years old. 


Georgia, on Jannary 28, 1866, Mr. 
Barrett devoted his entire life to ag- 
riculture or pursuits associated with 
agriculture. He was the son of 
Thomas Jefferson Barrett and Mrs. 
Minerva Slade Barrett, of Pike coun- 
ty. His father was one of the largest 
landowners in middle Georgia and 
served several times in the general 
assembly as representative of his 
county. 

He was educated in the country 
schools of Georgia and in the normal 
| Schools at Bowling Green, Ky., Leb- 
anon, Ohio, and Valparaiso, Ind. 

On November 5, 1891, he married 
Miss Alma Rucker, of Barnesville, 
Ga., who survives him. They were 
the parents of six sons, who survive. 
The sons are Paul, Charles S. and 
John Barrett, all of Union City: How- 
ell Slade Barrett, of College Park, who 
is connected with the state depart- 
ment of education; Leland Barrett, 
of Jacksonville, and Gaines Barrett, 
of Washington, D. C. 

In addition to his wife and sons, 
he ig survived by three sisters, Mrs. 
Asbury Lifsey, of Macon; Mrs. Zenie 
Barrett Jolly, of West Palm Beach, 
and Mrs. Howard Collier, of Monte- 
zuma, Ga., and two brothers, Curtis 
Barrett, of St. Petersburg, Fla., and 
Clifton Barrett, of Charlotte, N. C.

ADDIS ABABA, April 4.—(/)— 
Ethiopia today was authoritatively 
reported moving 100,000 well- armed, 
well-equipped troops cleser to Eritrea 
and Halian Somaliland, where Italy 
has been massing troops during re- 
cent weeks, 

At the same time. Emperor Haile 
Selassie’s government again declared 
that military movements are purely 
“precautionary.” 

Authoritative sources said the 
Ethiopian army is equipped with the 


latest types of rifles and plentifully |- 


supplied with machine guns, ammunti- 
tion and other stores. 

The government has assumed re- 
sponsibility for organizing the com- 
missary and establishing lines of com- 
munication from Supply posts to ad- 
vancing troops. Provisions already 
have been accumulated at strategic 
points, it was said. 

Formerly Ethiopian soldiers went 
into action equipped with spears and 
sabers, leaving to their women the 
task of accumulating food supplies 
and delivering them to the troops. 

The primitive form of military or- 
ganizations has been superseded, how- 
ever, in the face of the tension created 
by the Italo-Ethiopian border contro- 
versy. 

Ethiopia’s army was said to be of- 
ficered by native chieftains, even 
though some European experts are 
here to advise this government in 
aviation and other branches of the 
armed forces. 


ITALY TO MOBILIZE 
THOUSANDS MORE 

ROME, April 4.—(4)—Notices for 
the mobilization of tens of thousands 
of fascists who have volunteered for 
service in Africa were sent out today. 

At the same time the steamship 
Conte Biancamano left Messina for 
Massaua, Eritrea, crowded with reg- 
ular troops to reinforce the 31,000 
already sent to east Africa.

POX SCORES NRA. 
AS VICIOUS, IDIOTIC 


Launches Attack as Case 
Testing Constitutional- 
ity Is Withdrawn.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—(#)— 
Refusal. of the government to prosecute 
the Belcher lumber case before the 
United States supreme court led Rep- 
resentative Eugene Cox, of Georgia, 
today to launch a vicious attack on the 
NRA from the floor of the house. 

In curt but pointed remarks the 
Georgian denounced the whole purport 
of the National Recovery Act and 
termed it the “worst blunder of the 
century.” 

‘Meanwhile the administration. mov- 
ed suddenly today to put up a new 
case for supreme court determination. 

The move by the Justice Depart- 
ment wes made with an air of urgen- 
cy. It evidenced a desire to get a 
decision by the present term of the 
court before the NRA act. expires on 
June 16 and before congress con- 
currenily studying renewal of the re- 
covery act, adjourns. 

The government picked the Schech- 
ter poultry ease—involving wage, hour 
and anion provisions of NRA codes— 
as the strongest case it could find. 
The high court has twice been con- 
cerned in recent years with operations 
of New York city poultry market con- 
cerus. 

At the time Representative Cox ob- 
tained reeognition from the chair the 
lower chamber had under considera- 
tion the McSwain bill which aims to 
prevent profiteering in time of war.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—-(4)-—A 
cool $10,000,000 was disclosed today 
to have been tucked in the pay en- 
velopes of 600 executives of Ameri- 
can industry in 1934—encompassinz 
salaries ranging from a few thousand 
to $125,000 top. 

The average of these salaries, re- 
ported to the Securities and Exchange 
Commission in connection with appli- 
cation for permanent listing of se- 
curities on stock exchanges, was $16,- 


The salary reports to date cover 
executives ranging from chairmen of 
boards to assistant secretaries. 

The average for 119 presidents of 
companies in this group, was about 
$36,000, but some of them received 
more than $50,000 and four were paid 
$100,000 or more.

119 in 1934 aggregated $4,260,000

Springlike weather is on the bill 
for Atlanta today following a freak 
hailstorm. in which hailstones as large 
as pullet's eggs descended upon the 
northern section of Greater Atlanta 
after 5 o'clock Thursday night. The 
hailstorm caused widespread damage 
in an area ten miles long and approxi- 
mately a mile and a half in width. 


Clear skies and moderate tempera- 
tures will prevail today, George W. 
Mindling, ‘meteorologist. here, stated. 
The mercury ‘will elimb to above 75 
degrees during the afternoon from, a 
low early this morning of 55 degrees. 

Flowers and fruit trees suffered se- 
vere damage, greenhouse windows were 
broken and the finish on scores of 
automobiles parked in the streets at 
the time of the hailstorm was marred. 

The storm apparently started in the 
vicinity of Riverside and Bolton, 
where it was heaviest. It moved to- 
ward. the northeast section of the city, 
touched West Peachtree street and 
Piedmont avenue along Ponte de Leon 
avenue and then moved on toward the 
southeast, diminishing in volume.

Curiously, the hailstorm skirted the 
water works lake, in northwest Atlan- 
ta, and while the fall was heavy along 
the shores of the lake, none fell in the 
water.

Alcohol Tax Force 


Increase Probable 


The number of alcohol tax unit in- 
vestigators now operating in Georgia 
probably will be increased in the event 
the state votes to retain its prohibi- 
tion law on May 15, according to 
Arthur J. Mellott, deputy commission- 
er of internal revenue and chief of the 
alcohol tax unit, who visited Atlanta 
Thursday. 

Mr. Mellott, on a tour of the coun- 
try, conferred with R. E. Tuttle,’ dis- 
trict supervisor of the tax unit, and 
lauded the enforcement work being 
done in Georgia and other southeast- 
ern states under Mr. Tuttle’s supervi- 
sion. 

The tax unit chief declared bootleg- 
ging is definitely on the wane in the 
so-called wet states and tax unit in- 
vestigators have done much to eurb 
the manufacture of corn liquor in the 
dry states. i 

Mr. Mellott explained that if Geor- 
gia repeals its dry law the tax unit 
force in the state will be increased to 
provide for supervision of any dis- 
tilleries that may started. .He 
added that if the drys carry the day 
the forces of investigators will prob- 
ably be ineredsed to further curb corn 
liquor. distillers.

It is not surprising that the sen- 
ate committee investigating the 
NRA has been warned by a com- 
mittee representing a large group 
of industries that its long-drawn-out 
hearings are “creating an atmos- 
phere of uncertainty.”

NO NEED TO GET EXCITED | 

From time to time since the ad- 
journment of the general assembly 
we hear from one or another source 
that an extra sessjon is imperative 
in order that an appropriation bill 
may be enacted. 

There is no need to get excited 
about the situation at this time. 

The general assembly did a good 
job, generally speaking, and upon 
its adjournment nothing of impor- 
tance remained undone except the 
enactment of an appropriation bill. 


Its failure to take this action can : 


have no effect for the remainder of 
the current year. The last gen- 
eral assembly set the appropriations 
for 1935, so there can be no chaos 
nor confusion this year. 

January 1 is nine months off, and 
the governor has plenty of time to 
ascertain whether or not he can 
‘meet the situation for the next year 
without the necessity of putting the 
state to the expense of an extra 
session. If he finds that he can- 
not do so, he will have no alter- 
native than to issue an extra ses- 
sion call before the year is out. 

So there is no use in getting ex- 
cited about the. matter now. A de- 
cision can easily, and more advised- 
ly, be reached next fall. 

In the meantime, the governor, 
who has evidenced a remarkable 
ability to wisely handle the finances 
of the state, can be depended upon 
to do the right thing at the right 
time. : 

So why not keep cool, at least 
for the present? 


A PREVENTABLE PERIL 


Despite the enactment by the re- 
cent general assembly of a law re- 
quiring that horse and mule-drawn 
vehicles should carry lights when 
using public highways. at night, re- 
ports. of crashes between automo- 
piles and such. vehicles without 
lights are frequent from every sec- 
tion of the state. 

Heretofore on every highway in 
Georgia, and at all hours of night, 
wagons and buggies were to be 
found, either moving at à Slow rate 
of speed or parked, with no lights 
upon them to warn oncoming auto- 
ists. Ofttimes these lightless ve- 
hicles are met on curves or other 
dangerous places and the result is 
that autoists must run the risk of 
going into the ditch in order to 
avoid collision. 

These smash-ups occur so quick- 
ly, in most instances, that not only 
the automobile striking the lightless 


vehicles is involved, but other cars 


coming along behind also pile into 
the mix-up. Such accidents carry 
imminent danger of serious loss of 
life and property. 


tail lights on wagons and buggies is 
directed at the elimination of this 
peril from the highways, and it 
should be rigidly enforced by the 
peace officers of every county in 
the state. 

At the same time, there should 
be efficient enforcement of the law 
requiring automobiles to have 
bright tail lights. Thousands of 
cars, most of them old and anti- 
quated, are nightly in operation in 
Georgia with no lights in the rear 
to warn approaching automobiles of 
their presence on the highway. 

The elimination of the dark cars 
at night will go far toward reduc- 
ing the peril of the highways. The 
legislature having enacted a law re- 
quiring that horse and mule-drawn 
vehicles be lighted, it is now up to 
the police forces of the various 
counties to see that it is enforced.

Health Talks

r IS STILL TOO 
In 1932; according to official sta- 
tistics, the death rate from automobile 
accidents was 21.9 per hundred thou- 
sands of population. Unless my arith- 
metic is as terrible as usual that 
means that, oh. well, I can’t bother to 
be so precise, let us say a fair sized 
army of us are destined to be anni- 
hilated by licensed killers this year. 
Then, too, we encourage the work of 
these licensed killers by licensing them 
to liquor up when they have a job of 
killing to do, for a little alcohol in a. 
driver’s blood not — slows his reac- 
tion time and makes him a menace to 
all other drivers and pedestrians but 
also benumbs his conscience or sense 
of right and wrong if any, so that he 
can dispatch his victims without a 
qualm. : 

The law in Yankeeland goes further 
than that. Not only is it legal and in 
some circles quite the correct thing 
for an automobile operator to dope his 
wits and his conscience with cocktail, 
highball or other drink, but in the 
event that the potential killer pulls off 
a job and through some inadvertence 
gets hauled into court, the Jaw comes 
to his rescue once more for it is so 
cunningly arranged that the culprit 
has only to swear he was not drunk 
and there is no precise test. by. which 
intoxication can be proved. Scientifi- 
cally. actually, we can determine in 


any instance whether an individual is 


under the influence of alcohol, just as 
certainly as we can determine whether 
an individual has defective vision or 
hearing. Enlightened countries apply 
such a test in routine police practice. 
But here in Yankeeland the law pre- 
fers not te recognize such a test, and 
the lawyers make a lot of jack cut of 
the peculiar circumstance. 

Sometimes Americans remark on 
the cheapness of life in other coun- 
tries. It is pretty cheap here, too, 
you haven't money or influence. 

In 1932 the death rate from diabetes 
was the same as that from automobile 
in this country. It is now 
15 years since Banting vered in- 
sulin, a remedy which, if you can af- 
ford it, will control the-disease and 
save your life. 

Insulin was patented, so that no one 
can make it except under license of 
the patentee. The patent was assign- 
ed to an institution and the royalties 
used for scientific research. Thus the 
victim of diabetes is compelled to sup- 
port medical research, which may be 
just and right, but I don’t believe it 
is just or right to compel the poor to 
support medical research, and 1 be- 
liere the medical profession has lost 
one of its finest traditons by giving 
tacit or open sanction to the patenting 
ef a remedy on such conditions. If 
state will not or cannot support medi- 
cal. then the burden should 
rest upon the shoulders of the

First, with the net recoverable assets on government advances (about 
$3,400,000,000). This money has been loaned out by the govern- 
ment. It will be applied to the debt later when repaid. Secondly, 
he will use the $2,000,000,000 of gold profit which he has not yet 
used. Together, these two items will pay about five billions, which 
is only a small part. 

The rest will be paid by a new gradual tax program. This may 
have 8 begin before Mr. Roosevelt retires. The chances are he will 
have to start it within the next three years. The process of retiring 
the debt this way will require perhaps 20 years. 


CEILING The unofficial ceiling on the debt is $50,000,000,000. 

: There is no official ceiling. Published plans call for 
a top limit of $34,000,000,000 June 30, 1936. It is bound to go 
higher, after that. The $50,000,090,000 limit implies that the 
president can boost it twice again as much as he has so far, without 
running into trouble.

Low interest rates make the. debt problem less serious than it 
appears to be. Interest charges on the current debt of $28,500,- 
000,000 are less than the charges on, 4 $20,000,000,000 debt in 
1925. If the promised $34,000,000,000 debt is carried at 2 3-4 per 
cent, the annual service charge would be less than a billion. For 
five years after the war, we paid more than $1,000,000,000 interest 
a year on the debt. The debt now is less than 10 per cent of the 
total wealth. Britain’s is around 30 per cent. Service of the British 
debt requires 7 per cent of income, ours 2 per cent. 


CIRCULATION The amount of money in circulation does not 
mean anything. That is where the inflationists 

are wrong. If they were right, we would be having greater pros- 
perity now than in 1929 because there is more money in circula- 
tion now than then. Circulation is $5,500,000,000 now, exactly 
$1,000,000,000 more than in 1929. 8 

The velocity of circulation is what counts. That means turn- 
over of credit. Credit is at $28,000,000,000 now, as against $36,- 
000,000,000 in 1929 (federal reserve board member bank credit). 

The reasons credit will not circulate now are several. The two 
biggest reasons are: (a) Fear of businessmen about what the gov- 
ernment may do. This may be only partially justified, but it exists. 
Those who have gone ahead (such as autos) have not been disturbed 
by this factor. (b) Business fear that the bottom may not have 
been reached. Therefore, refusal to plan ahead or spend money on 
equipment. If we could get steady progress for four or five months 
(instead of upward four months and down two or three) this 
would vanish. 3 

Credit is faith. One cannot exist without the other. Therefore, 
until Mr. Roosevelt establishes faith or it establishes itself, you can- 


not have credit circulation, business expansion, complete recovery.

In Fiji and on scattered islands in the southern Pacific, simple brown 
people live happily in democratic co-operation. 

Their social sygtem is the world’s nearest approach to communism. 

Why does communism succeed ‘in Fiji? If you know the correct 
answer to that question, you know the one thing necessary to make it 
successful in all other lands. 

It isn’t because the warm climate makes people indolent; it isn’t be- 
cause nature’s bounty makes life easy; it isn't because a primitive way 
of life discourages ambition and greed. . 

These things make communism easy, but they are merely a fertile 
soil for its growth. . 

The thing that makes it successful—the fundamental and all-impor- 
tant factor that justifies and preserves and perpetuates such a system 
is the fact that all of the people desire it and will have no other. 

That seems simple and obvious, yet the universal ignoring of this 
ine fact has made discussion of communism misleading and mean- 
ngless. 

If the people of a given land desire communism, it is the right and 
ideal system for them. If they do not desire it, no power under heaven 
can force it upon them. 

For communism is, first and last, a state of mind—a spirit of unsel- 
fish co-operation, a freedom from all personal ambition and greed, and 
a generous desire to share all things with others. 

Communism by force is not communism at all. It is merely a dicta- 
torship under which those who have are forcibly robbed for the benefit 
of those who have not. 

To “have all things in common,” it is first necessary that everybody 
should be willing to give up all that he possesses and thereafter trust 
some politician to hand out his fair share of the whole. 

That seems a good idea to those who have nothing to give up, but 
Americans who have something are not yet ready to divide it with others. 

Until they are ready, their property can be taken from them only 


by force—and that is common theft, not brotherly communism,

WASHINGTON, April 4.—@)— 
The validity of the section of the Geor- 
gia motor carrier act of 1931, which 
requires payment of an annual regis- 
tration fee of $25 on each motor truck 
operated in the state, was challenged 
today in the supreme court. 

Edgar Watkins and his son, Edgar 
Watkins Jr., as counsel for the Aero 
Mayflower Transit Company, of In- 
dianapolis, protested against paying 
the fee on each of its fleet of motor 
trucks engaged in hauling household 
and office furniture into and out of 
Georgia, They contended the license 
fee was an unconstitutional regulation 
of interstate commerce, and was dis- 
criminatory because it did not apply 
to motor vehicles hauling farm and 
forest products.

Pie and Tart Time

The rhubarb or pie plant looked so 
fresh and springlike that no shopper 
was able to pass it by. Some of them 
bought it and then did not know what 
to do with it. But a few wise people, 
Lois, Nancy, Eleanor, Mrs. Lee, Mrs.

He began the debate by telling Sen- 
ator Tydings, democrat, Maryland, 
who recently called AAA a “mon- 
strosity, that “I haven't heard the 
senator denounce anyone but ‘the 
farmers for practing the doctrine of 
scarcity.” 

Bankhead, author of the Bankhead 
compulgory cotton control measure, de- 
fended the emergency agency's cotton 
plan in particular but Tydings reit- 
erated that its effect, had n to lose 
the export market for the United 
States. 

The Maryland senator said it was 
inevitable that if it cost America more 
to produce cotton than other countries 
it was inevitable that the latter will 
increase production so they produce 
more cotton and we produce less.” 

The discussion broadened to include 
criticism of the cotton processing tax 
of 4.2 cents a lint pound, levied to 
raise funds to pay the growers for 
reducing production.

Proposed to Lehman 


NEW YORK, April 4.—(UP)— 
Consolidation of all power enerating 
facilities in New York statdunder su- 
pervision of a public authority was 
proposed today in the annua! report 
of the power authority of New York 
to Governor Herbert H. Lehman and 
the legislature. 

Utilizing the vast Niagara and St. 
Lawrence water resources as a nucleus, 
the -proposed system would be pat- 
terned after the British grid“ scheme, 
with the state body generating all 
power and selling it to both private 
and public utility concerns as well as 
providing for its transmission through- 
out the state. 

The so-called: British grid“ is a 
vast interlocking network of wires 
spreading over England, Scotland and 
Wales, through which power generated 
under supervision of a central elee- 
tricity board is transmitted. State own- 
ership of the major transmission lines 
in New York, the authority asserted, 
would be desirable, but not essential

AUGUSTA, Ga., April 4.—A combination hurricane, typhoon and 
tornado, blew over the Augusta National in the first round of the Masters’ 
tournament. But this explosion never came from the elements. It came 
from the wood and iron of one of the fastest fields that ever wrecked par. 

It was an upheaval that left such stars as Bobby Jones, Walter Hagen, 
Horton Smith and others deep in the debris. And yet these were all 


playing fine golf. 


As Henry Picard, the tall pine from Hershey, Pa., toured the course 
in 67 to lead the field, Bobby Jones finished his first day’s work seven 


strokes away at 74, two strokes better than he turned in a year ago. 


he was tied for 19th place. 


Just back of Picard, one of the, 


coming greats of golf, there were Gene 
Sarazen, Willie Goggin and Ray Man- 
grum at 68. There was Craig Wood 
at 69, and there were Olin. Dutra, 
Jimmy Hines, Johnny Revolta and 
Paul Runyan at 70. Ten of the field 
broke par, and the flanking fire has 
only started.

Sarazen’s Blade Keen. 


The day started cool and gray. 
Within an hour or so the sun was 
flaming on the white apd pink dog- 
wood and the flaring mson of in- 
numerable blossoms. I first swung 
in back of Gene Sarazen to follow 
one of the finest rounds I have ever 
seen in golf. For over a week Sara- 
zen has been training like two football 
teams and a brace of major league 
baseball camps.
